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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 1 1 , filed 28 February 2007, with respect to the 
objection against claims 2 and 14-24 as being the same as claims 1 and 3-13 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of 30 November 2006 has 
been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see arguments starting on page 12, filed 28 February 
2007, with respect to the rejection of claims 1-4, 12, 14, 15 and 23 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-24 are allowed. Prior art fails to disclose or render obvious a backlight 
of a liquid crystal display having a frame with a light guide plate and flexible circuit board 
having a plurality of light sources attached on one side and erected parts on the other 
disposed in the frame wherein the flexible circuit board is arranged such that the light 
sources are biased against the light incident face of the light guide plate by the frame 
and the erected parts directly contact the frame and, furthermore, the light guide panel 
directly contacts the frame on the face opposite to the light incident face
